Senate Passes 
Satellite Bill 
After Battle 


By JOHN CHADWICK 


. WASHINGTON (AP) — After a 
long countdown, the Senate has 
finally 
got the administration's 


communications satellite bill off 
the launching pad. 


But it left a trail of scorched 


tempers that seemed certain to 
have an affect on other legislation 
in Congress' drive for adjourn- 
ment. 


The Senate passed the measure 


66 to 11' Friday1 after having in- 
voked its anti-filibuster rule for 
the first time in 35 years in order 
to get the bill through a barrier 
of bitter opposition. 


The measure is very 
much 


like, but not identical with, a bill 
passed by the House on May 3 
by a 354-9 vote. 


If the House — now taking an 


informal recess until Aug. 27— 
accepts the Senate version, the 
legislation 
will go directly to 


President Kennedy for his signa- 
ture.

No Emotional' 
Disturbance 
in Sight

WASHINGTON (AP) - It's not 


normal. 


An American election campaign 


begins soon, for seats in Congress. 
And there's not an explosion or a 
deep, distracting emotional dis- 
urbance in sight. 
History says this can't last. 


There has been some surging or 
disquieting situation before each 
election going all the way back 
o 1948 when President Truman 
defeated Thomas E. Dewey. 


In the midst of the presidential 


campaign that year the United 
States was trying to break the 
Berlin blockade — not knowing 
vhere it would end — which the 
Russians had begun in the spring. 


By the time of the 1950 congres- 


sional elections the United States 
was at war in Korea while here 
at home the country was being 
split apart on the Communist 
ssue raised by Sen. Joseph Mc- 
Carthy. 


And, on top of that, just a few 


days before the election a couple 
of assassins tried to kill Truman. 


The Korean War was still going 


on its sickening way, like a grisly 
ghost in the background, by the 
lime of the 1952 presidential race. 
Republicans made it a central is- 
sue) and Dwight D, Eisenhower 
promised, if he beat Adlai Steven- 
son, to go to Korea. He won and 
went'. 


There was no foreign crisis dur- 


ing the 1954 congressional cam- 
paign—the Korean War was over 
then— but there was an extra- 
ordinary distraction, with a deep 
emotional1 undercurrent, here at 
tame. 
The censure proceedings against 
McCarthy were being held and, 
after the elections, resulted in his 
condemnation by the Senate.

(2) investors whoi decide to buy 
even depressed issues should al- 
ways distribute their funds over 
several securities and be ready 
to undergo disappointment if some 
of them do not do well. Yes, many 
stocks at times are classified as 
"depressed", but eventually turn 
out to be valuable. 


Emphasis should also be placed 


on the importance of the well- 
known axiom, "He profits most 
•wnto serves best." It is possible to 
make lirge profits in connection 
with investments; but to be in a 
position to keep these profits with- 
out undue risk,, 
the 
investor 


should have for his primary ob- 
jective the rendering of service. 
This especially applies to the buy- 
ing of "depressed" stocks even 
when few have the courage to do 
so. When money or effort is di- 
rected properly so that society 
and economic law will unite to 
reward the investor, he is on safe 
ground. When a man attempts to 
profit in any business without a 
desire to render 
commensurate 


service, he is a foolish gambler. 
In.fact, this question of service 
forms the line of demarcation be- 
tween investing and gambling.

SKILLED BOAT HANDLING 
BIG FACTOR IN SKIING

1 camera seldom takes 


time to show the boat pulling her. 


But the driver of any tow boat 


can control the success and safety 
of the skier skimming along be- 
hind. 


Driving skill shows up as soon 


as the tow skipper gets ready to 
start. The driver should have an 
observer seated beside him fac 
ing aft, and a wide-angle rear 
view mirror as well. He must be 
sure the tow line is straight and 
not wrapped around the skier. The 
line should be between the skis 
and the skier should lift both for- 
ward ski tips above the water. 


With clear water ahead and no 


swimmers a b o u t, the driver 
speed's1 up smoohtiy an'cl rapidly! 
A slow, timid start will drag the 
skier along the surface withou 
getting him upright; an abrup 
start will flip him forward on his 
face1. A speedometer reading of 
12 to 18 miles an hour is con- 
sidered best for beginners. 


Sharp turns by the driver will 


put slack in the line and trip the 
skier as it becomes suddenly taut 
again. Slowing down should be 
gradual for the same reason. 


The expert driver will react 


quickly to the skier's signals: 


Thumb up for more speed. 
Thumb down for slower speed. 
Hand raised for stop. 
Thumb and forefinger circle for 


speed OK. 


Vertical palm moved off righl 


or left to indicate turn direction 


Finger across throat to show 


driver should cut motor. 


Once the skier spills, the driver 


will circle back while watching
